"Appetizers served in the form of 


canapes or bouchees are considered 
excellent form 
in

-As they are usually 
served cold they may be prepared 
the day before.

The 
usual foundation for these is circles 
of white bread about the size of a sil- 
ver dollar, fried in butter to a delicate 
brown on each side.

cle of grease. To serve six people, 
cut twelve selected oysters in small 
pieces and mix with two tablespoon- 
fuls chopped green cucumber pickles 
and olives, and season with lemon 
juice and paprika. When the toast is 
cold, spread with the mixture, cover 
with mayonnaise made with lemon 
juice Instead of vinegar, and serve 
cold. 


To Prepare the Grape Fruit. 


Cut the fruit in halves, midway be- 


tween the stem and blossom ends. 
With a sharp pointed knife loosen the 
flesh of the fruit from the skin with- 
out breaking, remove the seeds with 
scissors, reach down and snip out the 
hard center core that holds the white 
membrane surrounding the pulpy sec- 
tions. It then may be all removed to- 
gether.

juice or sherry wine, and a Maraschi- 
no cherry and serve on small plates. 


Syllabub. 


No southern housewife would con- 


sider her Christmas dinner complete 
without a big dlsa of syllabub. This 
is simply chilled 
cream 
sweetened 


in the proportion of two tablespoon- 
fuls finely powdered sugar to each cup 
cream, then flavored with sherry or 
other 
sweet wine, whipped into a 


froth and poured over calf's foot jelly. 


This Jelly may be made from any 


of the quick process gelatine powders, 
though it is undoubtedly more nour- 
ishing when made at homo under the 
watchful eye of the housewife. 


Procure your calves' feet, scald and 


clean them thoroughly, split, break the 
bones and put over the fire in a kettle 
with four quarts of cold water. Heat 
slowly, skim, then simmer gently until 
the broth has been reduced to about 
throe pints. This will take several 
hours. 


Strain and set aside 
until 
cold, 


when tho fat can be readily removed. 
Return to the kettle with one cup 
sugar, the juice and grated yellow rind 
of two lemons, a blade of mace and 
three sticks of cinnamon each an inch 
long. 
Put over the fire and as it 


begins to heat add whites of three 
eggs beaten and their crushed shells. 
Cook live minutes until a thick scum 
has arisen. 
Remove, then add one 


pint wine and strain through a napkin 
into a shallow dish. When ready to 
serve, cut into blocks and pile up 
lightly in a pretty glass dish.

Having called on 
one emperor recently at -war -with an- 
other, he felt that he should call on 
the other. But during the luncheon 
following the review of the troops at 
St Petersburg, -where Secretary Taft 
•walked through the lines with his im- 
perial host, the secretary of war drank 
the health ot the czar and wished him 
good health and good luck. Natural- 
ly he had nothing to say about the 
hardships of the Hebrews or the al- 
leged massacres of which they have 
been made the victims. 
Thereby 


hangs the reason for the greatest diffi- 
culty the Taft boom baa yet encoun- 
tered. Republican district leaders in 
New York, friends of the president 
and of Secretary Taft, suddenly dis- 
covered a few days ago that tho He- 
brew population was ringing with de- 
nunciation of the secretary of war, 
and that from one end of th» Jewish 
quarter to the other there was bitter 
hostility toward the secretary who 
had carried greetings to tho ma7i 
whom they regard as their oppressor. 
The reports from Vladivostok that an 
order had been Issued expelling Jews 
on four days' notice, with a slightly 


j longer tlmo to owners of property to 


j dispose of their effects, bavo only 
heightened tho feeling. According to a 
Washington correspondent ono very 
prominent New York republican re- 
ported to tho president that It wns tho 
most serious uprising ho hnd ever 


known among a class of voters. Just 
as great questions are sometimes af- 
fected by little things, so the incident 
of the toasting of the czar by the 
secretary of war and the representa- 
tive of the president seemed to threat- 
en the candidacy of Secretary Taft in 
New York, and perhaps In the coun- 
try. There was no attempt made to 
exaggerate'the effect of the visit The 
president saw the effect very quickly.

Northwestern University Withdraws 


Its Ban Upon the GaiTie. 


Chicago, Dec. 21. — Football has 


been restored 
to Northwestern uni- 


versity. So declared President A. W. 
Harris .yesterday In the presence of 
1,600 
students who had gathered In 


the chapel to listen to the report of 
the university trustees. 


The announcement of the decision 


naturally set the undergraduates wild 
and clamorous cheers interrupted the 
president for fully five minutes. When 
Dr. Harris was allowed to proceed he 
conveyed tho news that the trustees 
had resolved to permit three games 
of intercollegiate football—the number 
petitioned for by the students. 


Football was abolished at North- 


western for five years after the sea- 
son of 3905, and for the past two sea- 
sons there has not been the slightest 
sign of restoring tlje game until the 
recent prayer ot the students and the 
resultant decision of the trustees to 
modify their former resolution. 


President Harris In his announce- 


ment said that the football reform 
wave of 1905 had accomplished the de- 
sired effects and the game as now 
played was a gentleman's game, and 
that the sport had been purified so a 
university didn't have to feel asham- 
ed of tolerating the sport.

President Grills Him in 
M essage Recalling Fed- 


eral Forces. 


Washington, Dec. 21.—President 


Roosevelt yesterday administered a 
stinging rebuke to Gov. Sparks, of Ne- 
vada, for neglect of duty by the peace 
officers at Goldfield. 


At the same time the president or- 


dered withdrawn on Dec. 30 the fed- 
eral troops now at the mining town, 
because, 
as 
he telegraphed Gov. 


Sparks, he saw no reason why the fed- 
eral government should do ordinary 
police duty which local authorities are 
unwillingly, apparently, to perform. 


The nation's executive made it plain 


that his action w"as the result of care- 
ful 
Investigation 
by 
government 


agents, who had been dispatched to 
Goldfleld to ascertain whether or not 
the situation warranted

call for 


troops.Hints at Misrepresentation. 


On Dec. 17 the president telegraph- 


ed Gov. Sparks, with regard to the 
need of soldiers, as follows: 


"I sent the troops at your request 


because from the tenor of your tele- 
gram and from the representations 
made me by the two senators from 
Nevada and the members of the lower 
house of congress from Nevada it ap- 
peared that in insurrection was im- 
minent, against which the state au- 
thorities would be powerless. 


"The troops have now been in Gold- 


Held ten days and no insurrection has 
occurred, and seemingly no circum- 
stances exist to justfy your now call- 
ing on me for action by the troops 
under the provision of tho constitu- 
tion. 
"The troops were sent to Goldfield 


to be ready to meet a grave emerg- 
ency which seemed likely at once to 
arise, and not to provide a substitute 
for the exercise by the state of Its po- 
lice functions.

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UNSHAPELY HAILS BEAO-j 
Model Winter Coiffures 
That are Becoming to All Women 


TIEIED 
BY HOME 


(By Margaret Mlxter.) 


Unshapely nails cannot be made 


beautiful in a night, but weeks o£ con- 
etant care will bring Into prominence 
the half moons always seen on pretty 
nails, and will make broad finger tips 
less homely. 
Getting the nails flexible is the first 


process in improving their shape, and 
this work is accomplished largely by 
the use of grease. For this purpose 
glycerine or sweet almond oil is ex- 
cellent, for both are so penetrating. 


As with all toilet work, the best re- 


sults will be obtained by taking the 
treatment at night before going to 
bed. so the cure will go on while one 
rests. 


If the object of this is to improve 


the shape of the nails or only to bel- 
ter the general condition, these rules 
ehould be followed. Prepare a balh of 
•warm, soapy water. Into this the fin- 
ger tips should be thrust and kept in 
for about 5 minutes. At, the end of that 
time each finger should be wiped sep- 
arately, pushing the skin from the 
top to the base to help loosen the old 
Besh. A drop of oil is then put around 
the bottom of each nail, that the 
cuticle may not harden. 


This done, gently push back the 


cuticle about the base. 


Loosen Skin Around Nail. 


The object of this is to loosen any 


•kin adhering to the nail, so that the 
•whole flesh may be moved, but unless 
this is most carefully done, the skin 
•will be bruised, if not broken, and the 
tall enamel will be scratched. 


Both these injuries are avoided by 


having the skin soft when working on 
ft, and stopping at the slightest feel- 
ing of soreness. It is not to be ex- 
pected that 
enough flesh will 
be 


pushed back at a time to make any 
noticeable difference In the shape of 
the nail. All that one caa do Is to 
loosen the skin. 


As each finger is fixed In this way 


mnother drop of oil should be put on it. 


When both bonds have been treated 


t*n short bandages should be dipped 
Into the oil and bound around each 
linger, putting the beginning of the 
•trip on the cushion of the tip so that 
the flesh will be brought up around 
the side of the nail as the bandage 
goes ovor. Tho wrapping should be 
•nug, but not ao tight as to stop cir- 
culation. 


If thin Is done nightly for months 


a great improvement will be made In 
the condition of tho nails, but It will 
be many weoka before the alteration 
will be visible. 


When taking this "cure" never use 


scissors or knife for trimming the 
nails, for nothing will so quickly make 
them thick, coarse and hard. 


A file will shorten them without In- 


Jwy, and Its continued use will give 
* more graceful shape and even Im- 
prove the color and texture. 


A small stick with flat end, used to 


push down the flesh, Is another imple- 
ment, besides a flic, that Is required.

Truffles are not so often eaten alone 


as they are used for flavoring meat 
and game pies, ragouts and sauces, 
for stuffing game and poultry and for 
garnishing. They come In three col- 
ors, black, red and white, dependent 
upon the degrees of ripeness to which 
tho truffle has attained. 
The black 


are the ripest and best. If, on open- 
Ing a can, you have some left over 
put them In sherry wine and keep for 
sauce. 
Here are some of the dishes 


In which the truffle Is used to great 
advantage. 


Truffle Stuffing fo'r Capons or Turkey. 


Put in a basin a pint of peeled and 


thickly sliced preserved truffles with 
their juice. 
Trim off 
tho 
stringy 


parts and put them 
in a saucepan 


with' a pound of fat bacon chopped 
fine, two bay 
leaves, 
four 
sliced 


chalots, a clove of garlic, 
sprig of 


thyme and salt and pepper to season. 
Stir over the fire and cook slowly 
until the bacon Is well fried out. Cool 
partially, rub through a colander over 
the truffles, mix well, then cool thor- 
oughly. Fill the capon or turkey with 
this, truss and roast.

This should be prepared the day be- 


fore using in order that the truffles 
may impart their distinctive flavor.

[f desired to serve cold the turkey 
may bo rolled in a napkin, carefully 
tied, then boiled In a large saucepan 
together with the carcass bones and 
trimmings.

then simmer In salted and seasoned 
water for at least two hours and a 
half. Take out wHh a skimmer, cool, 
place In n flat tin pan, covering with 
a board and weight. When thorough- 
ly cold, place on the Ice until ready 
to serve. This may be one or two 
days.

MAKING FARM MANURE PAY 


Should Not Be Hoarded but 


Hauled to the Fields as 


Soon as Made. 


BY PHOFESBOK W. T. JCASSST. 


There is no one thing in which there 


Is a greater waste on most farms than 
in the management of the manurlal 
accumulations. I visited a. large dairy 
farm recently where all the manure of 
the summer had been thrown out and 
lay in piles wasting all through the 
warm weather, while out in the field 
there wort: grass sods that would have 
been greatly Improved had the manure 
been drawn out as fast as made. This 
could easily have been done had a 
manure spreader been stationed at 
the stable and the dally accumulation 
thrown Into it, and it would have been 
but a. short morning ride to drive out 
and spread it on the waiting grass. 


All 
through Pennsylvania I have 


been struck with the practice so com- 
mon of laboriously hauling the manure 
out in wagons and then laboriously 
forking it oft Into small piles to lie and 
heat and waste till there was leisure 
enough to expend more needless labor 
In spreading it 
perfectly. Here 
are 


three handlings of the manure when 
one would have been sufficient had the 
farmer used a manure spreader. 


Ask any of these farmers why he 


does so and makes rank spots in his 
fields for tho grain to lodgo and ho will 
say It Iti bocauBB we have always done 
so and our fathers before us. 
Tho 


whole difficulty Is a lack of reflection 
and study «f one's profession. 


Manure Is tho last thing a farmer 


should hoard, for, no matter how it is 
hoarded, there will be serious loss of 
valuable constituents. Even when It Is 
hauled out frequently and spread by 
hand the work Is Imperfectly done and 
great lumps are dropped here 
and 


thero, whore a manure spreader would 
fine it and make the manure go much 
further. 
But whenever, on tho lecture plat- 


form, I urge the hauling out of tho 
manure and spreading as fast sis made 
or as fast as the work on the farm will 
allow, I am mot with tho query, "Will 
It not lose valun fnstor when It lies 
on the surface of the unll?" No, It 
will not IOHO imywhero near as much 
on whon hoarded In 
the 
barnyard. 


When spread on the soil and 
com- 


pletely lined thero Is not mass enough 
to cause fermentation, as thoro always 
ID in heaps, and the chief loss is mere- 
ly water. 
I know of but one wny In which ma- 


nure can bo kept without scrlouM IOSK. 
This Is In box stalls plentifully bedded 
and continually tramped by thn stock. 
In such ntulls constantly occuplod then: 
will bo little Ions, for tho aerobic bac- 
teria have not air enough to do tholr 
work.

There IH no hotter use that can be 


made of tho accumulation In summer 
than to Hprcad it regularly on 
tho 


grass Melds after the hay has boon cut 
to encourage a heavy aftermath. Be- 
fore the hny IK cut tho manure spread- 
er can straddle the corn rows and tho 
manure will do good thoro Instead of 
wasting In the barnyard. 


Later In tho season there In tho sod 


that will go In corn tho noxt spring and 
all during tho fall and winter the ma- 
nure can bo going out on tho Bod to 
be turned under 1n tho spring. 


Tears ago tho New Hampshire sta- 


tion spread manure In tho fall on one 
piece of Innd and lot it llo all winter 
On another piece tho manure was 
spread In tho fall at tho same time and 
at once turned under. On a third piece 
tho manure was spread In the spring 
and the whole land was plowed for 
corn. 
Tho plot on which tho manure had 


lain on tho surface all winter made 
the heaviest crop. And that was in a 
climate where the soil was frozen hard 
all winter. 
Whatever of value leaches from tho 


manure on tho 
surface will bo ab- 


sorbed and retained by the soil, for tho 
soil has a wonderful power of absorb- 
ing manurlal matters, and the 
only 


thing that will readily loach Into tho 
drainage waters will bo the nitrates, 
and thero is little formation of nitrates 
during the cold of winter, tho change 
from organic nitrogen to ammonia and 
thonce to nitrates being accomplished 
by forms of bacteria that need a high 
temperature for their activity. 


The manure spreader is the most 


useful implement that has been invent- 
ed of late years. It is not only a great 
labor saver, but through the 
bettor 


fining of the manure It Is made to go 
further and do more good than when 
roughly spread on by hand. In 
the 


growing scarcity of form labor in all 
parts of the country It behooves the 
farmers to take advantage of labor- 
>avlng Implements, for horse labor Is 
cheaper by far than hand labor by 
men. 
I am frequently risked which Is the 


best manure spreader. I foci like re- 
plying us tho man Is said to have re- 
plied when asked tho Question about 
the best whisky. 
Ho said that 
he 


thought all whisky good, though some 
might bo bettor than others. 


Got n manure spreader, for they will 


all save you labor and Increase tho 
profit from the manure, and any make 
Is far better than hand forking and 
spreading. I am hot trying to odvo 
cate the uso of any particular make, 
but simply to call attention to tho Im- 
portance of 
using 
this 
economical 


method of getting out rapidly tho ma- 
nurlal accumulation of tho farm.

KEEPING BEES IN WINTER 


Cellar Best Place, but Great 


Care Must Be Taken to 


Prevent Injury. 


G. HEEHAW. 


Probably the most convenient place 


to winter bees is in the cellar. The 
first step In this direction is to be 
assured that the cellar can be kept suf- 
ficiently warm to prevent the tempera- 
ture from going below freezing point. 


A portion of the cellar should be 


partitioned oft from the rest for this 
purpose and provided with sufficient 
ventilation to allow the escape of foul 
air, and also to regulate the tempera- 
ture should there be a-ny danger of it 
rising too high, which would cause the 


A GENERAL-PURPOSE BARN 


colony will cause them to quiet down 
and cluster compactly together for the 
rest of the winter. 
The strongest colonies will best en- 


dure the lowest place and the chances 
of the weakest will be improved by a 
place at the top—a fortunate require- 
ment If the lifting be considered. 


When there are no bees in the cellar 
t should be generally kept open to al- 
ow moisture to escape and prevent 
mold, but especially for the two or 
:hree weeks previous to the putting in 
of the bees, so that it may become as 
cool as the outside weather will make 
It; and tt Is better to keep it open 
during the entire time of taking in 
and afterward until the bees are well 
settled, as during the excitement of 
changed conditions they are apt to be- 
come too warm. 


With a small number of colonies 


there would be no danger. Of course if 
the weather should turn warm the 
cellar would have to be closed.

Must Have Good Soil, Well 


Drained, and Tender Care 


for the First Year. 


The plan here presented shows a large and 
convenient general purpose 


barn Just as erected on a largo farm In Michigan. It has room for twelve 
hornc» and thirty COWH. besides two largo calf pens and four box stalls, with 
harness closets In basement. 
Tho main Ilnor him a drlvmvay 18x44 feet, with a grain bay 28x44 feet on 


one side and on the other a tool room 22X28 feet and a granary 22x25 feet, over 
which is a hny bay 28x44 feet. Tho loft over the cow Htablcs is Intended for 
straw, cow pea hay, alfalfa hay, otc. 
Two largo silos, 18x80, connected by a common flume, are placed In the rear, 


convenient fur feeding, yet outnldo the barn proper, to avoid tho odors from 
the ullage except at feeding time. 
Manure carriers convey the manure from the stables to a shod In the rear. 
Tho approach to tho main floor Is made from an Incline embankment over K. 


In Columbia County, New York, 


on the Harlem road, there is a flne 
apple orchard which was planted sixty 
years ago by the father of George 
T. Powell, and which.is in fine bear- 
ing form to-day. These trees have 
been kept in condition by spraying 
and cultivation. Some people imagine 
that when an orchard is once plantec 
It must, in the course of nature, pro- 
duce fruit without further attention 
But the folly of such belief is shown 
in the thousands of dead and unclean 
orchards all over the land, pitiful mon- 
uments to man's stupidity and in- 
attention. 


Orcharding Is a good business when 


conducted as intelligently as any other, 
but the orchardist must help his trees 
by waging unceasing warfare upon 
the scores of enemies which beset them 
In all seasons. 


When it has been repeatedly proven 


that apples will yield from tlOO to 
Jl.000 an acre acordlng to the methods 
of their owners, the indifference to 
this branch of agriculture is shocking. 
One docs not need to be an enthus- 
iast to bo a successfuV orchardist, al- 
though how a man who takes suf- 
ficient Interest in his work to make 
his orchard successful can help becom- 
ing an enthusiast wo cannot under- 
stand. All that is necessary to make 
orchards pay Is a knowledge of the 
principle* of drainage, tho soil, cul- 
tivation and the habits of Insect en- 
emies and energy sufficient to plow 
and prune and spray.

The result was In two weeks 
no ants nor no grcon aphis wore to ho 
seen anywhere and the tr«o looked fine 
and is now the largest and best tree In 
my orchard. 


WORKING NOTES OF THE DAIRY 


BY J. WESLEY GKimif. 


All soils will not grow alfalfa. 
Neither wilt all soils grow wheat 


and many other grains and grasses. 


Alfalfa will grow where corn will 


make a good crop. 


The main requirement of alfalfa Is 


good drainage. 


Alfalfa revels in sunshine when there 


is sufficient moisture present. 


On the plains and in the valleys of 


the west it gets the sunshine it needs, 
while the moisture Is furnished from 
below; frequently it comes from a 
depth of 25 feet or more. 


It has been proven that alfalfa does 


well under the cloudy skies of Ohio, 
Pennsylvania and New York. There 
are some points to carefully watch in 
growing alfalfa in these states. 


Some of the soil is acid and requires 


lime to overcome this. 


Ground lime rock at the rate of 2,000 


pounds per acre may be put on with 
safety, but if caustic lime is applied 
650 or 700 pounds per acre is enough, 
as th« caustic properties are liable to 
injure the young plants. 


Another danger is the liability of the 


plants to heave out on clay soils when 
there is a succession of freezes and 
thaws. 


Tho richer the soil the sooner the 


tap root is established and the danger 
from heaving Is past. 


There is a close relationship 
be- 


tween the alfalfa plant and the sweet 
clover plant (melilotus alba). Alfalfa 
will grow and make fine crops on any 
land where sweet clover Is found. 


There are three very 
important 


points to keep in view if you arc going 
:o plant alfalfa—good drainage, arti- 
ficial If not natural; a. thorough prep- 
aration of the soil and plenty of good 
pure seed. 


Use whatever Implements you have 


at hand, but I have found a dlsK har- 
row, a No. 40 Oliver chill turning plow, 
a plank drag or float, and a sharp- 
toothed drag harrow to be all that is 
required In preparing for seeding. 


First disk the soil four Inches deep, 


then cross disk it the same depth. If 
It Is yet cloddy run over with the drag, 
then with tho drag harrow. Now you 
arc ready for the plow. 


Set the plow to run as deep as the 


soil has been broken heretofore and 
plow close and even. Wo don't want 
any cut and cover when breaking for 
alfalfa. 


Follow each clay's breaking with the 


plank drag. 
This levels 
down all 


lumps and prevents the escape of mois- 
ture. 


After the soli has Iain in this state 


for several days uso the disk harrow 
again. Set It so_it will cut down to 
the mellow earth turned under. 


Whon once over with tho disk follow 


with the plank drag. Hero we arc 
firming as well as lining tho soil. 


When over with tho drag 1st the 


soil llo two or three days and disk In 
opposite directions and follow as before 
with plank drag. 


Here IH whoro you c»i.n save time by 


attaching a sharp-toothed drag harrow 
to the plank drag, us shown In the May 
IKSUO of tho American Farm World 
This attachment opens up little fur- 
rows In which tho seed will fall, 
have found nothing better 
than a 


hawthorn bush for brushing In small 
seeds.

weighed 241 pounds.

nonth they gained surprisingly, 53% 
lountls or 1.60 per day. The average 
daily gain for the 94 days was 1.47 
pounds, almost 1% pounds per day. 


These hogs had an abund: nee of 


pasture all through the spri.ig and 
. 


summer, with some oats and corn. 
n September they were fed all th« 
mmpkins they would cat as a noon- 
duy moul. I regard pumpkins as one 
ot the most profitable and cheapest 
feeds the farmer can grow upon his 
farm. 
V>'c grow tons of pumpkins 


every year to lie fed to the pigs in 
Lhi.s way. The especial value of the 
pumpkin is in its being a succulent 
food; it keeps the digestion good and 
assists in assimilating the food. 


In addition to this tho pigs had a 


rape pasture until Dec. 1, and wore 
also fed soy bean hay when they wero 
turned into two acres of vetch and rye 
pasture. 
That was the month they 


made the heaviest gain. 


In 1904 we weighed SO pigs that wero 


born in Juno nnd July, and on Oct. 11 
they averaged 106 pounds. Nov. 11 they 
averaged HG'/b pounds. Dec. 11 they 
averaged 187% pounds, and on Jan. 11 
weighed 227, pounds, having made an 
avcrasc gain of 1.27 pounds per day 
during the last month. 
The average 


daily gain for ninety-two days was 1.31 
pounds. 
This lot had iy> extra feeds; no 


clover, soy lieans nor vetch pasture. 
Wo had some pumpkins during the 
fall, until nearly the first ot December. 


Wo always begin feeding them just 


a few at a time until they learn to 
cat them, then we give them all they 
will cat as a noonday food.

The reason for this manner of piling

tilation nnd to allow tho dead bees 
to drop out of tho way. This will also 
permit tho beekeeper to Inspect his 
bees at any time. By taking a dark 
lantern and holding a looking glass 
under tho hivo ho can see right up Into 
the cluster.

try to keep tho temperature between 
40 and 60 degrees.

clean milk nnd a clean conscience.

Train tho heifers so that when they 


cnmc In they will have cow habits and 
will milk tho first time without lifting 
a foot. 


Keep the cow stable whitewashed and 


uso absorbents in the gutters to keep 
lown foul odors and save the liquid 
lanuro. 
On many a dairy farm the manure 


pile represents the larger half of the 
iroflts. Better take good care ot the 
lanuro. 
Don't allow too much 
tomfoolery 


around the heifer or allow the chil- 
dren to tease her or teach her to kick 
and fight.

On land where thero Is any doubt as 


to the conditions of tho drainage sys- 
tem I prefer preparing tho soil late In 
the fall and seeding as early In the 
spring us tho soil will do to stir.

Turnips are easily raised and they

ABSTINENCE IN ANTARCTIC. 


Alcohol Left Out of Supplies for Ex- 


ploring Expedition. 


In a detailed account of an inspec- 


tion of the outfit ot the British Antarc- 
tic expedition made in London, in com- 
pany with Lieut. Shackleton, the lead- 
er of the enterprise, a writer in the 
London Temperance Chronicle states 
that among the provisions to be car- 
ried by the expedition alcohol is con- 
spicuously absent After explaining the 
fine equipment of the Nimrod, the ves- 
sel which will carry the expedition 
and noting the scientific selection of 
provisions on her store list, the writer 
states: "But to us the most interesting 
point about the whole expedition is 
Lieut. Shackletou's firm determination 
to carry no alcohol, save a very little 
quantity indeed for strictly medical 
purposes, and to he administered by 
the medical officer alone, and that un- 
der the 
most 
exceptional circum- 


stances only. Lieut Shackleton knows 
well the danger resulting from the usa 
of alcohol where the temperature drops 
from 60 to 70 degrees below zero, and 
follows in this wise precaution his 
great predecessor, Sir John Ross, who, 
in addition to his northern polar voy- 
ages, 73 years ago, sailed the same 
seas on the same quest as that of the 
Ximrod, and whose emphatic vitter- 
ance after his memorable Arctic voy- 
age of curlier (lays, was couched in 
the following terms: "The most irre- 
sistible proof of the value of absti- 
nence was when we abandoned our ship 
and wero obliged to leave behind us 
aii our wine and spirits. It was re- 
markable to observe how much strong- 
er and more able the men were to So 
their work when they had nothing but 
water to drink." In insuring the prac- 
tice of strict abstinence among his 
men iLiciit. Shackletoa is but follow- 
ing the principle demonstrated by all 
previous experience in such expedi- 
tions that indulgence in alcohol Is de- 
rogatory to the highest physical effi- 
ciency of the men ongagrd, and a 
menace to the best interest* of the en- 
tire undertaking."

How the ways of doing business 


hare changed 
within the last fifty 


years! When our grandfathers lived 
the land was sparsely settled. Then 
every man willing to work could find 
plenty ot work to do. Then the uni- 
versal motto was, "Never build upon 
another man's foundation. 
Never try 


to-undermine the work of your neigh- 
bors." If a man had a little country 
store, no one ever thought of building 
another store just across the street, 
to split his trade in half. It was a 
universally 
recognized truth 
that 


there -was only room enough for one 
•tore In a village, and the first man 
•who started a store had a personal 
right to that trade and no one else 
oared say him nay. 


If another man started a blacksmith 


shop in a village, ho had a monopoly 
of his line of business in that region. 
A neighbor had the right to start a 
blacksmith shop ten miles ai 
not another in that locality. What 
•was true of the blacksmith was also 
true of the miller and the cobbler and 
the physician and the lawyer. Then 


/ 
the harvest had so few laborers mat 
no man tried to build up his success 
upon the ruin of another's life. 
But 


now all things have changed. Instead 
of trade hunting the man, the man 
has to hunt his trade. Whereas, m 
olden times, there were a dozen differ- 
ent places for each man. now there 
are a dozen different applicants for 
each place. Thus men today seem to 
•win their success by crushing out the 
lives of their fellow men. 
And this 


fact Is especially truo In the mercan- 
tile world. Each year the margin of 
profits is being cut down. The mer- 
chant who can buy the closest and 
sell the cheapest, is the man who 
builds up the biggest trade and has 
the largest store- 
Cruel Competition- 


This competition for trade has be- 


come so bitter that the merchants. In 
order to underbid each other have 
gold to their partners, "We will take 
some goods and mark them down be- 
low cost. These wo will put upon 
the bargain counter. Then, after the 
people have flocked to this bargain 
counter, perhaps we can sell them 
some other goods that will reimburse 
" Thus almost 


others. These modern vandals 
or 


ghouls of the night are not producers 
or developers; they are human beasts 
of prey, whose business In life is to 
find some victims in distress, and then 
to pounce upon them and make profit 
out of their misfortunes. They are 
like the wreckers of old who used to 
patrol the western coast of England. 
When a merchant ship was approach- 
ing the coast, they would, with false 
lights, decoy it upon the rocks; then 
they would gather up the wreckage 
and take the plunder to their homes 
and sell It. So' from time immemorial 
men have increased their own for- 
tunes by living upon the wreckages 
and the shipwrecks of other lives. The 
tragedy of our last national panic 
proves that what I say Is true. 


During the financial stringency In 


October, there were certain men In 
New York' city who had ready money. 
Some of these men began to run up 
their premiums twenty and fifty and 
seventy-five and even a hundred per 
cent. In other words, In order to bor- 
row ten dollars from 
you, I would 


"have to give twenty dollars in return. 
Because these men had cornered the 
money market, they attempted to take 
from their fellow men every dollar 
they 
possessed. 
These plunderers 


were fattening their purses upon the 
misfortunes of their fellow men. And 
had not the secretary of the treasury, 
and men like J. P- Morgan and others 
of that ilk, brought millions upon mil- 
lions of dollars Into Wall street, this 
country would have seen the darkest 
days In Its financial history. 
Alas, 


Wall street Is no different from every 
other street! In every country there 
are a lot of human vultures. 
Like 


haunting spectres they are hovering 
around ready to banquet upon the car- 
casses of the financially slain. As 
soon as any man gets into trouble, 
they pounce upon him and rip and 
tear him to little pieces. 
Like the 


us for our direct loss." 
every day you can see some adver- 
tisements In the newspapers which 
tell you that at such and such store at 
certain times such and such goods 
will be sold at a price below cost. 
When you read these reduction*, you 
know that these goodg could not be 
made for such a selling price.- And 
yet, there Is a large class of people 
who daily scan the newspaper columns 
for the bargain sales. These buyers 
go from bargain counter to bargain 
counter, and then come home gloat- 
Ing over the fact that they had pur- 
chased those goods cheaper than they 
could have been made. 
vl-Now, thU is a wid commentary upon 
the social conditions ot modern life. 
Whenever a man or a woman buys 
an article cheaper than it cost to pro- 
duce that article, some one has to 
Buffer. There is no exception to the 
rule. Today, I would use for my ser- 
-monlc theme, "The Tragedy of the 
Bargain Counter," and tho lessons It 
teaches. 
In the first place, tho great throngs 


pushing and jostling -about the bar- 
gain counter impress mo with 
the 


thought that for tho great masses of 
people life is a terrific financial strug- 
gle. From morning until night, and 
from night until morning, the vital 
question uppermost In most people's 
minds Is how they can make their 
Income equal their outgo. The chil- 
dren must have shoes and dresses and 
underwear. The house-servant must 
be paid. Food must be provided for 
the table. Medicines must be bought. 
School bills must be met. Yet the 
salary cannot be made any bigger. 
Now, 
what Is the average man to do? 


He must cut down his expenses. And 
in every way in which those expenses 
can be cut down, people do It This 
Is one of the great reasons of the 
multitudes flocking about the bargain 
counters. 
Straltne** In the Home. 


Yon do not believe this? Well, per- 


haps the dollar question is not a vital 
question in your family. You have 
made a financial success and your 
home is on Easy street But is your 
memory so short-lived that you can- 
not remember the experiences of your 
old father's house? Money was not as 
plentiful then as it Is now. 
Then, 


every dollar had to bo made to do Its 
full stint of work. Then, there was 
no waste and no foolish buying. Do 
you not remember how your mother 
used to go shopping day after day? 
How tired she would look when she 
came home! 
And tho strange fact 


was, .she would so often come home 
nmpty-handed. 
Your father would 


come in for supper and say, "Well, 
mother, what did you accomplish to- 
day?" and with a tired voice she would 
answer, "Nothing, John; nothing. 
I 


do not know what I shall do. The two 
girls must have new coats. Then the 
boys need warm underwear. I must 
get another set of warm blankets for 
Jennie's bed. Everything is so high! 
Of course, it would he easy enough 
to shop, If we had plenty ot money; 
but we haven't, and the clothing must 
be bought, and how to buy it Is the 
question.' Well, I will try again to- 
morrow and see what I can'do." Then 
your father said, "Too bad, Mary, too 
bad! I hate to see you look so tired. 
But perhaps, when we pay oft the 
mortgage, you will have a little money 
to spend, and then you.can hire a girl 
for the kitchen and for the scouring." 
Do you not remember such a discus- 
sion In the old home? Well, there are 
thousands and tens of thousands of 
homes in the city like your father's 
home. There are plenty of babies In 
those homes, and but little money to 
provide for them. 
Buying for such 


families is no .joke. The expenses 
must be cut down, and that is one rea- 
son the bargain counters have the 
struggling multitudes about them. 


Feeding on Wreckage. 


But the bargain counter teaches us 


another losson. Though most people 
are having a hard time financially, 
there are a great number who fatten 
themselves upon the misfortunes of 


ghouls of the night, they live by dese- 
crating the graveyards. Like the rob- 
bers of stranded ships, their incomes 
are derived from the wreckages of 
their fellow men. 


The Unknown 8ufferer«. 


Now my brother. If you have a good 


income and are not in abject want, be 
morally and spiritually honest 
As 


you expect men to pay you a just price 
for your labor, you should be willing 
to pay others a just price for their la- 
bor. Because a poor seamstress is un- 
fortunate and cannot get work, do not 
give her seventy-flvo cents a day for 
her services, when you ought to pay 
her a dollar and a half. If you have 
an Industrious boy In your employ 
who Is doing the work ot a full-grown 
man, do not pay him simply the wages 
of a boy. Pay him the wages of a 
man. Because you have a merchant 
in a financial "hole," do not squeeze 
the life out'of him. Be honest. Be 
fair. Pay a just price for all labor. 
That Is, pay as you expect others to 
pay you. 
The tragedy of the bargain counter 


teaches us another great lesson. When 
an article has to be sold below cost, 
tho unseen sufferers aro thoso "who 
are hurt the worst by the financial 
sacrifice. The clerk who sells you tho 
goods over the counter may not be the 
sufferer. Neither is the man who la 
at tho head of the great dry goods 
emporium the one who ought to be 
most pitied. But tho unseen sufferers 
aro the men and women whose names 
you never knew, and whose faces you 
never saw. These are the people who 
should bo commiserated. 


Tho tragedy of tho bargain counter 


Is like the tragedy of the late civil 
war. I havo been over many of the 
great battlefields of our country. Per- 
haps you have also been to some of 
them. Then, like me, you have stood 
before the plain white tombstones in 


to run at her beck and call. Poverty's 
handmaid is crime, and crime's name 
can be spelt in many different ways. 
Sometimes it is called 
immorality; 


sometimes theft; sometimes drunken- 
ness; sometimes forgery; sometimes 
wrecked and dismantled homes. It is 
easy enough for some of us to be good 
when we have full stomachs and are 
sitting with our dear ones before the 
grate in the cheerful library; but it 
is another thing for some of UE to be 
good when we are .hungry and cold, 
and are hearing our little ones cry for 
their daily bread. Yes, the bargain 
counter nearly always means poverty. 
And alas, poverty too often means 
crime. 
The history of the bargain counter 


is ruinous everywhere. It means pov- 
erty, and poverty too often means 
crime. See that young girl leading a 
life of shame. The bargain- counter 
may have made her do It. See that 
forger behind iron bars. The bargain 
counter may have made him dip the 
false pen into the ink. 
See that 


drunkard. The bargain counter may 
have lifted the intoxicating cup to his 
lips. You cannot buy something for 
less than cost unless some one is be- 
ing pushed to the financial wall. The 
bargain counter always means pe- 
cuniary loss somewhere, and the los- 
er is driven by poverty and crime to 
take the cup of despair and drink it 
to the bitter dregs. 


Arm the Cnildrcn. 


Now, 
there are two great practical 


applications of this subject. 
Never 


let your children become the victims 
of the bargain counter's tyrannies. 
Never start your own loved ones forth 
Into the battle of life, unless they are 
mentally and physically trained to do 
one thing well, so that by their own 
skill they are able to earn a decent 
living. The direct cause of the bar- 
gain counter is that this world is 
flooded with unskilled labor. Those un- 
skilled laborers are almost entirely at 
the mercy ot the unscrupulous, who 
say to the poor needle woman. "Make 
these shirts at so much a day—or 
starve;" and there Is no redress. The 
unskilled workmen have to labor at 
starvation wages. The goods mostly 
found upon the bargain counter are 


because their incomes are so small. 
They are not only economizing in 
clothing, but also in food. A large 
part of the human race, when winter 
comes, is cold and hungry. And yet 
same of us think nothing of squander- 
ing our money right and left. Oh, why 
are we not willing to help those who 
need help? Oh, why are we not. like 
young Shaftesbury, ready to helii 
those who are helpless? The tragedy 
of the bargain counter should make 
us all helpers and sympathizers in the 
struggles of our fellow men. 


No sooner did Shaftesbury cuter 


parliament as a young man, than he 
at once began to look around to see 
whom he could help. First, he arose 
and advocated laws for the allevia- 
tion of the sufferings of the insane in 
the public asylums. As soon as the 
pitiful existence of these poor unfor- 
tunates was bettered, he wrote in his 
diary, "And so, by God's blessing, my 
first effort has been made for the ad- 
vancement 
of 
human happiness." 


Next, h() advocated laws to better the 
condition of tha poor paupers farmed 
out to work, as some of our states 
farm out their criminals to work In 
the mines. Then he extended a help- 
Ing hand to the poor little children 
who, 
as chimney sweepers, were com- 


pelled to work for a living. Then this 
nobleman, noble not only by blood but 
by achievement, started out to help 
the seamstresses of Londo2n and 'the 
bootblacks, and at last even the crim- 
inals themselves. And when he died, 
the Prince of Wales, as well as the 
London poor, vied with each other to 
show honor when the good Earl of 
Shaftesbury's body was laid away 
among the honored dead of Westmin- 
ster Abbey. All tnese noble philan- 
thropies received their first impulse 
when, as a boy, he saw a friendless 
pauper in a cheap box being carried 
by five drunken men to the Potter's 
field. May these thoughts on the bar- 
gain counter be to us what that plain 
wooden box was to the noble Earl. 
May we, from this moment, realize 
that there are countless multitudes in 
want and in poverty. May we go forth 
prayerfully, hopefully, triumphantly to 
do the greatest good we can to the 
greatest number, and to help all suf- 
fering humanity in Christ's name as 
Jesus helped us. Then will the trage- 
dy of the bargain counter be for us 
a lifetime inspiration for service.

Did 
you ever stop to think of what became 
of the wives and the mothers and the 
children of those dead soldiers, when 
the 
breadwinners 
were stricken 


down? Did you ever think of the sol- 
dier whose health and strength were 
destroyed, discharged 
from service, 


because they were unfit for further 
duty, and who came home with man- 
gled limbs, doomed to a lifetime of 
physical decrepitude and pain? Ah, 
these were th'e greatest sufferers of 
the national carnage. 
Not the men 


who felt the tingling of the bullet, and 
then with a cry of, "Oh, my God, I'm 
shot!" fell dead. The greatest suffer- 
ers of a nation's wars are the unseen 
sufferers. 


Martyrs of the Struggle. 


Who, 
then, are these martyrs of-the 


bargain counters? 1 will tell you: In 
all probability, those goods which are 
sold belonged to some smaller dealer, 
who was driven to the wall, and who 
had to sell his stock for anything he 
could get. Or they are the goods of 
some poor woman who had to work in 
the Chicago or the New, York sweat- 
shops. 
Or they are the goods that 


havft been marked down below cost 
in order to run some rival out of busi- 
ness. It Is easy enough for a drug- 
gist to take In a line of stationery and 
sell it at cost, in order to destroy the 
trade of the stationery store near him; 
but that sale means blood-money. No 
man ever bought something for less 
than cost unless some one had to suf- 
fer. 
God pity the poor sewing-girls, 


whose needles made those cheap gar- 
ments! 
"God pity the wrecked busi- 


nesses out ot which those bargain 
counters'have been lifted! 
God pity 


the men and the women, who for 
years have had to labor, and yet all 
their labor go for naught! Do you and 
I want to make a profit out of such 
tragedies? 


But though It is had to starve and to 


wear ragged clothes and go to the 
poor house, yot there are even worse 
results from the bargain counter than 
those. Poverty Is hard enough. But 
though poverty dresses In rags, pov- 
erty too often has a handmaid ready 


Make them learn to do well some one 
thing by which they can earn an hon- 
est livelihood, if there should ever be 
a necessity for It. And this warning 
applies just as much to what you shall 
do for your girls as for'your boys. 


"Oh," but you say, "you do not 


know who I am. I am not a pauper. 
I am one of the leading business men 
In this town. When I die, I expect to 
leave my children enough money to be 
Independent 
Why, my wife would 


feel disgraced, If I sent my daughters 
out to work." Great mistake that,'my 
brother. The money you have saved 
will never make your famll'' Independ- 
ent ot financial risks. The easiest 
thing In the world, to scatter Is a for- 
tune, when It is gathered by the hands 
of another man. And I want to 'tell 
you something else. The labor market 
today Is simply glutted with the un- 
skilled labor of the men and women 
who were once denizens of wealthy 
homes. Your daughter may know how 
to drum upon the piano from now un- 
til doomsday, or paint upon some chi- 
na a few flowers which her teacher 
has drawn for her, but such accom- 
plishments in coming days of financial 
stress will not gain for her her dally 
bread. No man, I care not who ho 
may be, whether he lives In palace or 
In hut, has done his full duty to his 
children, unless he gives his boys and 
girls tho best education In his power 
and teaches them how to become 
skilled workmen In some line so that 
they can earn their daily bread. When 
I have trained my children's brains 
and hands to earn a living, I have giv- 
en them the best boon on earth, next 
to Introducing them to my Saviour 
and King. 
' 


The Doctrine of Helping. 


I would Impress upon your minds to- 


day the old gospel lesson that our 
mission should be to help those who 
are helpless, and to care for those 
who are financially, morally and 
spiritually tripped up in the battle of 
as they did In the Eoman Coliseum, 
when a gladiator was flung, the angry 
foe standing over him had first to look 
up to the vestal virgins to find out 
whether he might spare him, or 
plunge Into his heart the fatal sword. 
If the vestal virgins wanted the pros- 
trate fighter to live, they would point 
their thumbs to the heavens; if they 
wanted him to die, they would point 
their thumbs down. So today, by the 
lessons of the bargain counter, we hold 
the life and the deatn of multitudes 
as they did In the Roman Coliseum.

While 
they were staggering and hiccoughing, 
along, suddenly they dropped the pine 
box and it broke open and the corpse 
rolled out at young Shaftesbury's 
feet. "Alas!" said the young school- 
boy, 
"that any one in this world 


should be so poor and friendless thtt 
he has to live as that man lived, and 
die alone and be buried by a lot of 
drunken loafers." 
Then the lad said, 


"If God lets me live, I shall devote my 
life to helping those who have not had 
the same chance that I have had." 
Well, my brother, as we see the multi- 
tudes struggling by the bargain coun- 
ters, you and I might make the same- 
resolve that young Shaftesbury made 
by the broken coffin of the English 
pauper. 


When we see a tired mother walking 


'miles to save a few pennies upon her
